REMARKS 



In response to the office communication dated July 28, 2004, Applicant elects the 
invention of Group I, i.e., claims 1-11, drawn to a composition including three or four herbs. 
Applicant further elects Magnolia biondii Pomp, as the single species. The election is made 
without traverse. 

Applicant has withdrawn claims 12-41, added the term "Flos Magnoliae" in the 
Specification and new claims 42-44 reciting this term. Note that this term is the English 
translation of "Xin-Yi" or "Xin-Yi Hua" recited at page 2, line 4 of the Specification. See two 
on-line publications, a copy of which is attached hereto as "Exhibit A" and "Exhibit B." 
According to these two publications, Flos Magoliae includes the flowers of Magnolia biondii 
Pamp., Magnolia denudata Desr., Magnolia sprengeri, and Magnolia lilifora Desr., all of which 
are recited at page 3, lines 5-6 of the Specification. No new matter has been introduced by the 
above amendments. 

Applicant asks that elected claims 1-1 1, as well as claim 42 dependent from claim 1, be 
examined in view of the above amendments.
